XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.) 
WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 44.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of July, August, and September, 1937. 


Suly—A marked rainfall shortage, which extended almost generally throughout the State, was 
the outstanding feature of the weather in Western Australia in July. 


The area in which a rainless month was experienced was unusually large, and comprised the whole 
of the Tropics, almost all of the north-eastern half of the subtropics, together with practically all the 
northern goldfields area, and more than three quarters of the Gascoyne division. 


In the districts in which rainfall occurred the shortages (over such districts as a whole) ranged from 
98 per cent. in the West Gascoyne Division to 40 per cent. on the south coast, and averaged 77 per 
cent., while the registrations at many individual stations situated chiefly in the North Coastal, Central 


North, Central South and South-Eastern Divisions were the lowest ever recorded in July. 


Over a small portion of the south coast, however, and including the region extending from Hope- 
toun to Esperance, the month’s rainfall was slightly above normal, while at Eclipse Island 819 points 
of rain were recorded, and the July normal rainfall was exceeded by 295 points. Elsewhere over a 
moderate area in the South-West the rainfall, though below normal, was substantial. The region ex- 
tending from Denmark to Pemberton received more than 5 inches: ina belt" joining Albany, Manjimup 
and Busselton more than 4 inches were received ; and the region which received more than one inch 
of rain extended inland as far as Katanning, Kukerin, Narrogin, Brookton, Bolgart, and Dandaragan. 


Beyond this comparatively favoured region, rain is now urgently needed at many places, more par- 
ticularly in the more north-easterly and easterly portions of the wheatbelt. 
The rainfall shortage over the State as a whole was associated with abnormally high barometric 


pressure due to the presence over Australia for lengthy periods of anticyclones of enormous size. 
These huge highs at times extended from the Indian Ocean across Australia to the longitudes of New 
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Zealand and maintained off-shore winds around most of the coast, and in Western Australia excluded 
inflows of tropical air from the North-West. On the North-West coast the persistence of strong south- 
east to east winds was a feature of the month’s weather. On the south coast the predominance of off- 
shore winds was much less marked, but further north the strong anticyclonic control in the subtropics 
excluded from the inland regions most of the southern depressions which traversed the south coast, 


and with one exception, the few lows which penetrated failed to attain the intensity usual at this 
time of the year. 


As is generally the case when anticyclonic control is markedly predominant day temperatures were 
mostly above normal and the nights were colder than is usual. In the south and the south-west 
frosts were widespread and were frequent and severe in the more southerly parts of the inland south- 
west. 

The following is an extract from the meteorological observations recorded in Perth :—

The barometric pressure was the highest on record for July ; and the month’s rainfall the lowest 
on record for July with the exception of July, 1876, when only 242 points were recorded.

August.—After a month in which the rainfall over nearly all Western Australia was much below 
normal, a further period of rainfall shortage was experienced in the earlier part of August, and 
seasonal conditions became critical in a considerable portion of the northern and eastern wheatbelt, 
and in the adjacent pastoral country. 


Gradually, however, the barometric pressure distributions as shown on the isobaric charts from 
day to day became less unfavourable for the occurrence of adequate rains in Southern Australia. 


This significant change in the weather types was attended by some widespread but chiefly light 
rains in the subtropics of Western Australia during the 48 hours ended at 9 a.m. on 9th August, 
and the 24 hours ended 9 a.m. on 14th August. 


The further strengthening of the southern rainstorm system was manifested first in heavy rains 
in the south-east of the continent, and later by increasingly frequent though chiefly light rains in the 
more south-westerly portions of Western Australia. 


The season definitely regained normality as regards rainfall on and after the 23rd of the month, 
a further series of useful rains extending over nearly all the subtropics as the result of the influence 
of two intense southern depressions. 


Even after the centre of the second of these two main depressions had reached the Bight, further 
and copious rains occurred as a result of the development of a series of secondary disturbances in the 
far west of the main depression. Strong westerly winds to gales in the southern districts, and rough 
to high seas on the coast, together with the occurrence of thunder and on the coast some hail, were 
other features of these secondary depressions. 


In the south-west of the State the favourable conditions experienced in the latter half of August 
were, on the whole, sufficient to offset the dryness which prevailed earlier, and the rainfall totals 
for the month as a whole exceeded the normal in the agricultural districts, and in the south-west and 
south coastal divisions. Considerable shortages, however, were experienced in the other sub-tropical 
divisions. 
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In the earlier half of the month maximum temperatures were mostly above normal, and the nights 
were colder than usual, some fairly severe frosts occurring in the more southerly parts of the inland 
areas. Later an abundance of cloudiness was attended with warmer nights, but day temperatures 
were kept below normal by a prevalence of westerly winds. 

In Perth temperature ranged from 39-2 deg. on the 16th to 74-9 deg. on the 6th August. The 
mean maximum temperature, 64-2 deg., was 0-4 deg. above the normal, and the mean minimum 
temperature, 48-2 deg., was 0-2 deg. below the normal. The total rainfall, 680 points, was 107 


points above the normal. 


WIDESPREAD RAINFALL SHORTAGE. 


September.—Rainfall in Western Australia was below normal in all districts south from the tropic, 
and, except in the De Grey and Fortescue Divisions, was below normal throughout the tropics also. 


In the wheat-growing districts of the State, deficits over the various districts as a whole ranged 
from 53 per cent. in the South Central Division, to 19 per cent. on the Central Coast. Though below 
normal the actual amounts recorded in the agricultural districts were, however, at most places fairly 
substantial, and except possibly in parts of the more north-easterly and easterly portions of the 
wheatbelt were probably equal to present requirements. 

Tn the pastoral belt, and especially in the Gascoyne, the rainfall was less satisfactory, while in 
the north-east the month was entirely rainless. In the tropics rainless conditions prevailed in the 
Kimberley Division, but late in the month the De Grey and Fortescue Divisions received light to 
moderate rains. 


The month had commenced rather unfavourably for good rains, anticyclonic control being predom- 
inant, but a deep southern depression traversed the southern districts late in the first week, yielding 
widespread though rather light rains. Near the end of the second week another and similar de- 
pression passed, and later, a secondary depression caused a strong inflow of cold air with further 
showers and unseasonably low day temperatures which extended over almost all the State. In Perth 
the maximum temperature of 54-5 deg. on Thursday, 16th September, was the lowest registration 
of the kind since 18th June, 1936 ; a considerable snowfall occurred at Bluff Knoll, and in adjoining 
parts of the Stirling Range, and later the cold wave reached the tropics, the attendant strong southerly 
winds causing remarkable dust and sand storms in the more inland parts of the North-West, and high 
seas on the coast from North-West Cape to King Sound. 


The cold wave was followed by a marked revival of anticyclonic control, with little or no rain, 
but in the last week of the month the weather types changed to those of early summer ; the southern 
rainstorms were practically inoperative in this State, and in the tropics the first heat wave of the season 
was experienced, Wyndham recording 102 deg. and Marble Bar 100 deg., and later monsoonal 
rains occurred in the De Grey and Fortescue Divisions. 


The following are extracts from the month’s meteorological observations in Perth :— 
Extremes of temperature: 39-5 deg. on the 5th and 79-7deg. on the 30th September. 
Mean of maximum temperatures: 66-3 deg. (normal 66 -4 deg.). 

Mean of minimum temperatures: 49-4 deg. (normal 50-4 deg.). 
Total rainfall: 269 points (normal 341 points).
